The  programme  began  with  prayer  and 
music,  followed  by  an  earnest,  thought 

ful,  and  well-delivered  address  by  Mr  Ar 

noli  W.  Fismer  on  the  u  Dignity  of 
Woman  Redeemed  by  Christianity.” 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  L.  Cuyler,  of 
Brooklyn,  then  delivered  an  address  upon 
The  Christian  Orator  He  *poke,  he  said, 
rather  to  Americans  than  to  Germans, 

►  although  he  w  ished  to  be  understood  as 
expressing  the  friendliest  interest  in  this 
institution. 

That  discourse  is  the  best  which 
achieves  the  best  result  and  draws  the 
largest  number  to  hear  and  to  follow  the 
message  the  preacher  bririgs.  Spiritual 
success  is  the  ultimate  test  ol  all  pulpit 
labor.  Napoleon  at  Maretigo  was  a  law 
to  himself,  and  justified  his  ideas.  The 
pulpit  should  conform  itself  to  the  law  of 
means  to  ends.  Fools  ma^  criticise,  but 
fools  never  blundered  into  Austerlitz. 
Chalmers,  when  lie  could  point  to  British 
peers  weeping  before  him,  and  even  to 
Canning’s  praise,  sufficiently  answered 
his  critics.  So  should  the  pulpit  orator 
aim  at  natural  and  effective  eloquence. 
Nature  is  the  ultimate  standard,  and  the 
instinct  of  the  great  human  heart  is  the 
true  criterion  of  the  best  orator,  poet, 
artist,  or  statesman.  Pulpit  charletans 
and  pyrotechnists  shine  brightly  against 
the  darkness  of  their  audience.  But  men 
steer  not  by  comets  but  fixed  stars  They 
steer  by  Dordrecht  and  Westminster  By- 
and-by  they  will  perhaps  steer  by  this 
yoong  institution,  now  in  the  gristle  and 
soon  to  be  in  the  bone.  Insincerity  can¬ 
not  stand  long  against  this  popular  in 
stinct.  The  popular  heart  makes  few 
mistakes  in  tne  long  run.  To  be  true 
to  nature  before  a  living  auditory  in  an 
argument  made  red  hot  by  an  earnest 
heart  is  to  be  most  powerful.  The 
preacher  is  then  like  an  omcle  of  the  liv 
mg  God.  No  young  man  attains  this  by 
accident.  Chance  gains  no  eminence,  for 


seen  in  the  bated  breath  as  in  the  loud 
utterance.  Silence  even  is  at  times  pow¬ 
erful 

Then  a  roan  can  cut  loose  from  his 
musty  parchments  His  boundless  cir¬ 
cumference  of  range  is  the  goldeu  mo¬ 
ment  of  heavenly  anticipation.  The 
whole  machinery  plays  with  smoothness 
and  perfect  ease  as  one  revels  in  the  de¬ 
light  of  speech. 

Then  the  happy  adjectives  step  out  to 
be  wedded  to  the  waiting  substantives 
—the  very  word  flies  in  at  the  window  of 
the  mind  at  the  very’  moment. 

The  speaker  quoted  from  Nummerfleld’s 
MS.  to  show  that  he  and  Robert  Hall 
held  the  same  view,  and  proved  it  by  the 
story  of  Robert  Hall’s  use  of  pierce  in¬ 
stead  of  penetrate  in  his  great  apostrophe. 
There  is  asense  i  n  which  extempore  oratory 
is  extrumpery  oratory  but  the  greatest 
effect  is  possible- on  that  line.  You  may 
have  this  power  from  on  high,  if  you 
will  go  after  it. 

The  great  two-fold  rule  is,  “  Feel  every¬ 
thing,  fear  nothing.”  We  w’ant  not  less 
logic  or  exegesis,  but  we  need  holy  emo¬ 
tion.  The  secret  is  here  [and  the  speaker 
laid  his  hand  on  his  breast],  and  frigidity 
is  never  eloquent.  Let  no  critic  shame 
you  out  of  your  heart.  Win  your  peo¬ 
ple  that  you  may  win  them  for  your 
Saviour.  Give  pathos  full  play;  it  is 
loubtful  if  one  without  this  quality  has  a 
(all  to  the  ministry.  If  you  break  down 
tears — then  break  down.  More  may 
achieved  by  it  than  by  restraint.  Hr. 
'cCosh  said  Chalmers  was  eloquent,  but 
lex&nder  Duff  apjiealing  for  missions 
i  the  most  moving  orator  he  ever 
,rd.  One  man  only  afteran  hour  held  out

moments.  A  great  head  is  not  positively 
essential,  but  a  great  heart  ever  must  be. 
Nothing  will  so  arouse  this  as  the  love 
for  the  souls  of  dying  men.  The  love  of 
Christ  is  tbe  core  of  your  whole  work. 
For  such  inspired  preaching  the  speaker 
pleaded.  There  is  a  silly  contempt  for 
emotionalism.  The  pulpit  need^not  lower 
as  a  soulless  sphinx  in  a  desert  of  aridity. 
Daniel  Webster  read  the  jury  through 
and  through  in  the  Crowninshield  case. 
Is  the  lawyer  then  too  earnest  in  cases 
involving  life?  . 

The  audience  that  listens  to  a  four 
hours’  plea  for  a  criminal  will  go  off  into 
an  orthodox  sleep  over  half  an  hour  of 
dry  discourse.  The  lawyer  brings  the  ab¬ 
stractions  of  law  into  real  life;  the 
preacher  sometimes  brings  real  life  into 
mere  abstraction.  Nurture  your  souls 
where  John  Milton  fed.  Live  among  the 
scenes  that  inspired  Runyan  anfi  Jeremy 
Taylor.  Open  your  soul  to  David  and  to 
Job,  to  Paul  and  John.  The  Bible  is  the 
model  of  models,  for  it  is  always  true  to 
life. 

Keep  your  heart  constantly  ip  contact 
with  God's  inexhaustible  word.  You  will 
never  lower  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit  by 
imparting  to  it  God's  word  and  human 
nature.  Would  that  this  might  be  the 
range  of  every  pulpitorbitl  Why  should 
any  preacher  be  narrower  than  the  word 
of  God?  You  should  be  the  private  chap¬ 
lain  of  every  soul  in  your  parish.  Before 
the  pulpit  men  should  learn  the  higjher 
law  of  right  and  truth.  Statesmen  and 
merchants  alike  should  be  instructed  by 
it.  Let  nobody  in  your  church,  build  so 
high  but  you  shall  build  above  him.  Let 
no  one  detect  in  you  either  looseness  or 
pliancy.  Let  no  poor  wretch  be  desti¬ 
tute  of  your  pity.  Every  pulpit  is  ideal 
until  you  make  it  actual;  put  before  you 
a  high  ideal  and  climb  on  your  knees  to* 
attain  it  It  is  above  the  platform, 
above  the  supreme  bench,  above  the 
President’s  chair. 

It  matters  not  in  what  tongue  you 
speak,  there  is  a  pulpit  for  Christ  wait¬ 
ing  for  you.  Leave  self  under  the  lowest 
step  of  the  stairway.  Before  you  are  the 
footsteps  of  the  eloquent  of  all  ages  and 
and  of  Him  whose  shoe’s  latohet  John 
was  unworthy  to  unloose.  “Feel  every¬ 
thing,  fear  nothing.”  Fling  out  above  you 
the  snow  white  banner  of  the  truth. 
Hold  it  aloft  until  the  frost  that  never 
melts  is  on  your  brow.  Hold  it  aloft  un¬ 
til  the  last  hour  strikes,  and  when  you 
fall  let  it  be  with  that  banner  around  you.

The  Church  of  God  has  often  been  in  a
